IN SAUDI ARABIA 


Dear Larz: 

I mentioned in my first letter 
a little about the beaches of Saudi 
Arabia, With the desert running 
out to the Persian Gulfthe beaches 
are very sandy. Except for oc- 
casional sea snakes, multitudes of 
jelly fish, no roller coasters or 
bar rooms, (Saudi Arabia being the 
birthplace of Muhammed and the 
Muslem religion the entire country 
is dry), you can have quite a lot
